It la eaay to roorotvs that pure ac¬ 
cident mar have «ugge«te<1 roller* nn- 
demeath the aledge a* a means of 
rendering Its movements easier But 
whether accident or Invention may 
have <lone It the nae of rollers In this 
ovneHon waa elearfy the next move. 
Tlii« la shown In the fan>cua Assyrian 
sculpture of the moving of the winged 
bufi. There we Hint the sledge and 
taro roflern beneath It. and It Is dlffl- 
cult to «lfpT*c*ae thnt the wheeled ve- 
? lc|e \\, « known at thnt time, or It 
•urely w on Id have been employed In- 
atom! of the more primitive al«*dge. 
Hie sledge and the rollers haring tieen 
jir T tved at, w e have no p<i«!tive Infor¬ 
mation ns to how the next stage waa 
r« relied, but It Is not difficult to con 
• e w hut might unite feasibly have 
1: ppelted A simple nxsUflcatlon of 
the roller might very well have af 
f *rded the germ of the modern w heel 
end axle |f we imagine the two 
rollers somewhat risluoed In slxe In 
the middle, so nk to- dr**fe the sledge 
down n little aud prevent (ta running 
off the roller end«. we get the Incipi¬ 
ent wheel nnd axle at once, and aome 
sort of a ping In the lioftora of the 
shslge before ami liehlnd each axle 
w*iuld preveut Its running from under 
the vehicle, nnd there would t»e the 
Incipient wheelrsl enrt. In Portugal 
there la said to !*e tn use a farm cart 
in which Just such plugs ns these are 
actunlly found benenth the bo«1y of the 
vetilcle, which mar thus l»e llfteil otT 
Ita wheels. Whnt would probnbly be 
file next stage of the prm-ea* of devel¬ 
opment can l*e trace*! in the nvnllntde 
records of the past. Instead of a 
roller being merely reduced In the 
mhldle. with Its unreduced ends form¬ 
ing solid wlioel*. we find a very early 
pictorial reprewentatlon of a vehicle 
In which broad allraa have been mt 
ofT front (he round bole of a tree and 
conn acted under the slevlge by a bar 
through their oenterw 

There are the wheela. for the first 
time In pictorial record, separate from 
the axle. Por the first time the actual 
wheel appears, but the square end of 
the axle plunged Into Its center shows 
thkt wheel and nxle went round to¬ 
gether. ami the next stage, no doubt, 
would be to fix the axle and let the 
wheela run TonOCTy round Ita reduced 
ends, the wheels being kept In their 
places hy something In the nature of 
linchpins. That would be a tl lit foot 
stage In the line of progress, tlmugh It 
la curious to observe tfiat In our rail¬ 
way carriages and motdr ran* we have 
got back to what no doubt waa'the 
earlier form, the wrhogl and axle re 

miring t o get h er k* bearing*

This would be a dura¬ 
ble form of the suiuc thing—the solid 
wuodt-n wheel and In Buller* “Win¬ 
ter In the Aaorea" there I* uu Illustra¬ 
tion thul may Is* coneliirred to give ths 
rudimentary Ideu uf the tin*.

As the um- of wh«*«*let| vehicles 
isH-iMue more general they would tcud 
to Increase In sUu- and solidity and the 
wheels on which they ran become 
heavier, To lighten them and t»erhui>a 
for ornuni'-fit It came to f*»* the prac- 
th*e to perforate them with hole* ay up 
metrically arrungeil. and It 1* pretty 
*ufe to asauhie .uut the development 
of this Idea would gradually lead to the 
*|*okcd wheel with a ceuiral hub. 

Of course all this w as In a very re- 
tuote past. f**r us Tar as history gws 
bn«-k wheelwrights knew how to build 
war chariot* and other vehicles with 
•poked wheel* uial metal tire* very 
skillfully and ornamentally made. 
Thus, although we cannot always 
t r a c e Lhc liu iq-* a i**n Ijj* p ie| >. there 
cannot Is* iniM h doubt that something 
Uk** the Hue we have lndlcati*d must 
have let'll followeil In the dev elopuienl 
of the Lioden. cii rrl.tge n h<*el froru 
tlmse rollers underneath the winged 
1 * 1111 . which may *l.»te perhaps from a 
l*erf**d year* before the Christian 

era. The **|N>k**d. iron Isniuil wheel 
having emerge I from th»* <>hs<*urlty of 
the past, no further advance was made 
until wUL.n living nenno ry. 

With the b||r tM iu ( .|ioa of the private 
“cuach” the wheelwright's tr:i*le l*e- 
cnine a very lni|*ortnut Industry, but 
the chief d«sM**mtUin was not any 
new form, but solidity nnd durability. 
For generation* after ttu» Intmductloo 
•»f the “ondih" Fngllsh ron*ls were ex 
t-crnhle, and wheels that would stand 
any amount of rough traveling were 
the greut aim of the wheelwright. For 
very many years nobody seemed to 
think of adapting roods to wheels, but 
only of building wheels thnt would 
stand the road*. Then came the eogg**d 
wheels of the first tram line and then 
the flanged w heels of the modern rail¬ 
way. 

But n<* radical change was effected 
lu the ordinary road wheel until some 
time after the Introduction of Uw bicy 
cle. The first of the old bone shaker* 
h.:d good, strong. Iron bound wheels, 
warranted to respond to every Uttle 
hnmp ami hollow tn the road mutt 
conselentlomdy. These sooa gave way 
to the solid India rubber tire, which 
had Its little day and was a very de¬ 
cided improvement upon everything 
that had gone before IL Solid India 
ruhl*er. however, could prove no match 
for a tire of compressed air. and In the 
achievement of the pneumatic periph¬ 
ery with ball lies rings It looks at 
prinent as though the long course of 
wheel development that began In the 
dim aud dreamy past may surely have 
come to an end.— London Standard.
